REMARKS. 


In concluding our report, we recommend that the ‘several 
schools commence at such a time as will bring their close on 
the Friday prior to July 4th, and that the entire closing 
week be spent in examination :— for instance, No. 1 school 
may be examined Monday A. M.; No. 2, Monday P. M.; 
No. 3, Tuesday A. M.; No. 4, Tuesday P. M., ete, —and 
that each teacher be allowed two half days during the same 
week in which to visit other schools, and that on Friday P. 
M., of the same week, a public entertainment or exhibition 
be held at the Town Hall, or some selected place, with 
refreshments. 

We would recommend that the school room at No. 11 be 
newly ceiled and supplied with improved desks and seats, 
and that outline maps and aclock be furnished to each 
school room not already supplied. And we earnestiy rec- 
ommend that teachers exercise a judicious watch care over 
their pupils upon the play grounds, and prohibit entirely 
the use of profane and improper language. 

Also, thata uniform system of Calisthenics be adopted 
throughout the town—that writing be required as a daily 
exercise, and that discussions upon familiar topics should 
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take the place in part of declamations and recitations—and 
that among the more advanced classes the study of book- 
keeping be adopted.
